A MANIAC'S FREAK, 


He Takes Possession of a Chair Car on the 
Wabash Road and Holds it Against All 
Comers at the Pistol’s Muzzle—Uaptured 
on Arrivalat Chicago After Killing One 
Officer and Mortaily Wounding -Another 
—Excitement Along the Line. 

Cuicaco, ILt., June 1.—A_ strange 
story of murderous a hallucination which 
resulted in the death of one und possibly 
two persons, developed here yesterday 
afternoon upon arrival of the Kansas 
City express over the Wabash Road. Be- 
fore the train was due, the city police had 
been telegraphed to that an insane man 
had cleaned out the reclining chair car 
shortly after the train left Kinsas City 
and ha‘! held the fort, successfally thwart- 
ing any attempt of the train hands and 
the authorities along the route to secure 
him. Lieutenant Laughlin, three detec- 
tives and ten policemen, were on hand 
when the train arrived at 3:30 p. m., and 
a fierce batt® ensued, during which Con 
Barrett, a policeman was killed outright. 
The crazy murderer was secured after 
the most determined struggle, and is now 
iu the hospiial suffering from two wounds 
in the back, which are believed to be fa- 
tal. 

When the train left Kansas City Satur. 
day at 6:30 p. m., Louis Reume, a trav- 
eling agent for the American Eagle To- 
bacco Works, of Detroit, was one of the 
passengers. Ther: were in all about 
iwerty people on the traiu, which con- 
sis'edof a baggage car, passenger car, 
reclining chair car and sleeper. Reume, 
who was evidently the worse for liquor, 
had a large flask of whisky, with which 
he paraded the cars during the first few 
hours of the trip, trying to persuad: the 
passengers to drink with him. When his 
offers were refused he became 
sullen, and finally, at about nine 
o’clock, he retired to the chair 
car, without, however, going to 
sleep. There were but three or 
four passengers beside him in that car, 
and these left when Reume’s sirange an- 
tics became too obvious. As soon as 
Reume was the sole occupant of the 
car, he evidently determined to remain 
so, and he resented all expostulations to 
the contrary by flourishing a huge bowie 
knife in one hand and firing with the 
other from a heavy six-shooter when- 
ever the train stopped at stations. 
Reume retreated to the wash-room, firing 
out of the windows of the closets, and 
threatening in the most determined 
manner to kill anyone who would 
dare come near the car. Be- 
tween stations he walked the aiste, 
watching the door of the sleeper, and 
the passenger coach between which the 
chair car was run. He neverslepta min- 
ute. At Peoria, IIl., where the train 
changed conductors, Jo. Hazleton, of 
Jamestown, N. Y., passenger agent of the 
Southern Kansas Railway, who was on 
the train and knew Reume, made an at- 
tempt to quiet the man down; but Mr. 
Hazleton had to beat a hasty retreat, be- 
cause he was greeted with a demonical 
yell and the threat: 


‘*7’]1] shoot you as well as any other.” 

The threat was followed by two shots 
from Reume’s revolver. Some bananas 
prepared with morphine were thrown in- 
to the car and Reume ate them, but the 
drug was not strong enough. 

By this time the authorities all along 
the line had been notified, and at El Paso, 
Ill., the Marshal made an attempt to se- 
cure the maniac. About a dozen shots 
were fired by both parties without avail. 
An effort was made to side-track the car 
in which the madman held sway. The 
sleeper was detached, but then Reume 
rushed out on the platform of his car and 
compelled the terrified train hands at the 
point of his revolver to desist from 
further interference. 

At Englewood Valentine Spuck tried to 
board Reume’s car, not knowing the 
state of affairs. He was warned off by 
a bullet which grazea his throat without 
inflicting a serious wound. 

At Twenty-second street Reume took 
the platform, and at Twelfth street he re- 
turned to the washroom, firing occa- 
sionally through the windows. 

As soon as the train reached the Polk 
street depot, the police under Licutenant 
Laughlin, made a rush for the car, and 
the rear end of it was literally riddled 
fwith bullets. Amid the flying missiles 
[R-ame dashed from the train, firing at 
Policeman Con Barrett who attempted to 
poard the car, killing him instantly. 
Reume, followed by a howling mob head- 
ed by the volice, ran up Fourth avenue, 
receiving two shots in the back. 

At the corner of Fourth avenue and 
Polk street Reume faced his pursuers. 
The mob. scattered, but Lieutenant 
Laughlin jumped at the madman’s throat, 
and a terrible hand-to-hand struggle en- 
sued, during which Reume buried the 
‘butt of his revolver in the brave of- 
ficer’s skull. 

During this scuffle a negro, who mis- 
leook Laughlio for the maniac, hit the of- 
ficer a fearful blow with a brickbat, but 
the officer held on, and Reume was se- 





t cured. 


, At the Armory he refused to speak ex. 
cept by nodding, when the questions 
put to him were correct. On his person 
were found a cartridge elt for sixty 
shots, of which fifty were done, and a 
‘forty-four-calibre Colt revolver of the 
navy pattern. 

' From papers found on his person it ap- 
‘pears that Reume lived at 50 Antelope 
Street, Denver, last year Passenger 
.Agent Hazelton says Reume recently 
ilived in Oswego County, Kansas, and is 
an ugly character even in his senses.

each individual mentioned. The pur- 
pose, evidently, is to use this in- 


formation in making removals from 
ciyil service classes, in order 
to open the way for new

is reported as saying that he expects to 
dismiss one-quarter of his force of clerks 
this summer, but that none would be dis- 
missed who did not deserve it, and that 
he meant to rely u.vu R publican testi- 
mouy mainly in making up his mind who 
should go. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—It 1s 
said that upwards of two hundred 
clerks are to be dismissed from the 
Pensidn Office, and that the list of 
names of thuse whw are to he invited to 
step out is nearly completed. The last 
pension appropriation bill contains a 
clause which will reduce the force for 
the next fiscal year about one hundred 
ani fifty men Whether the two 
hundred mentioned as being book:d 
for disinissal are in addition 
to the 150 which will have to go under 
the terms of the pension appropriation 
bill, can not be officialiy ascertained as 
yet.

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


Items From the Monthly Treasury State- 
ment—The Revenue Receipts Considera- 
bly Below the Estimates. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—The re- 
duction in the public debt during the 
month of May, according to the revised 
form of statement, amounted to $3,350,- 


833. The total debt yesterday, less cash 
in the Treasury, is $1,494,391,011, of 
which $1,260,774,462 is interest bearing. 
The Treasury now holds a balance of 
$115,810,533 in gold coin and buillion and 
$60,257,812 in silver, against $118,000,000 
gold and $54,000,000 silver on May Ist. 

The Treasury has now $30 093,021, 
against $23,957,421 reported a month ago. 
Customs receipts for May $14,312,773, or 
nearly as much as in May 4 year ago. 
Internal revenue receipts $12,360,661, a 
falling off of nearly $2,000,000 compared 
with last year. Altogether the receipts 
from all sources for the eieven months 
of the current year aggregate $295,433,- 
760, which is about $26,000,000 less 
than for the corresponding eleven months 
of the last fiscal year. 

Indications now point to a total reve- 
nue during the present fiscal year of 
$318,000,000 or , $320,000,000, which 
would be $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 less 
than Secretary McCulloch’s estimates 
sent to Congress last December. Mr. 
McCulloch estimates a revenu2 of $185,- 
000,000 from customs; $115,000,000 from 
internal revenue, and $30,000,000 from 
miscellaneous sources. It now looks as 
though customs receipts for the year, will 
reach about $180,090,000; internal rev- 
enue about $112,000,000, and miscel- 
lancous receipts about $27,000,000.

VICTOR HUGO. 


The Remains of the Eminent Frenchman 
Laid to Rest In the Pantheon—A Terrible 
Crush of Spectators. 

Paris, June 1.—The streets in the 
vicinity of the Arc De Triomphe, where 
Victor Hugo’s body lies, were thronged 
all night. After midnight rain fell, but 
this did not apparently diminish the 
crowd. Toward morning a great deal of 
revelry was indulged in; men and women 
singing on the pavements in all direc- 
tions. Good humor prevailed, and police 
interference went no further than occa- 
sional warnings to some knots of roys- 
terers who were a little noisy. Shortly 
before ten this morning prominent per- 
sons directly connected with the cere- 
monies of the day began to arrive. Pre- 
vious to movement of the procession, 
specches were made. These were inter- 
rupted by voices from the crowd, but the 
interrup:ions were few and of a charac- 
ter not calculated to excite the passion 
of Anarchists present. At 11:20 pre- 
cisely the procession started for the 
Pantheon. The day is warm, the sun 
shining brilliant. As the cortege moves 
the throng falls into line without demon- 
stration and everything thus far is quiet 
and orderly. 

Noox.—Just before the procession left 
the Arc de Triomphe a few persons who 
attempted to carry red flags were arrest- 
ed. This was done so quietly by the po- 
lice that the incident was not noticed by 
most of those present. Up to this hour 
no disturbance has occurred. 

The funeral procession, owing to the 
almost unprecedented throng which 
lined the streets, moved slowly. The 
catafalque bearing the remains arrived 
at the Pantheon at two o’clock, and 
the ceremonies were begui at once. 
They proceeded without interruption. 
The dense mass of people in the Pan- 
theou listened to the addresses with 
respectful attention, and order was 
maintained without any effort on the 
part of the authorities. The ceremo- 
nies were conciuded atthree o’clock. A 
large number of persons are reported to 
bave been severely hurt during the prog- 
ress of the funeral. At many points 
on the route spectators became panic 
stricken at the fearful crush, and in 
their effortg to free themselves many 


women aud children were injured.

men like Livingston and Moffat, who shall 
render service and lay down life fer those 
who dwell in this thick darkuess. 

And if you answer as you should, thro’ 
your offered resources and your consecra- 
ted and representative men and women, 
who, with the Christlike epirit and the 
Christianlike love shall come forth from 
the ranks of your 2,000,000 church mem- 
bers, missionaries to be sent by you to bear 
to your ancestral kindred across the sea the 
benefits and blessings of that civilization, 
pbysical and material, mentisl, moral and 
spiritual, that has blessed and elevated you, 
it will bean application of your education, 
auseof your attainments and advances 
ments that will approve and exalt you 
among men and get tor you the commen-~ 
dation and benediction of God 

And if thastruetv your day aud time 
you do this, lookiug through the years we 
may forecust a day when in another land 
and perhaps under a warmer sky there shail 
arise another temple of the industries and 
arts, beneath whose arches. beside the otb- 
er favored oations, a new banner shali be 
unfarled, bearing upon its folds the names 
of nations now dwelling iu darkness, but 
then living in the light io a land throagh 
your iustrumentality ‘‘redeemed, regener- 
ated and disentaorailed.” 


Dr. Palmer encouraged race pride, 
describing the condition of the race 
to-day as being “upon an elevated 
platform before all the Nations of 
mankind;” placed thus by that high 
Providence which rules over all Na- 
tions as well as individuals, brought 
out of a state of depeudence upon the 
will of other men, and madeto de 
velop before all man, to work before 
the Nations of the earth “your own 
history and distinction.” Said he, -‘I 
congratulate you upon that event. I 
say, from the depths of my breast, a 
hearty ‘Amen’ to it all.’’ 


MUsT RISE BY SELF ENDEAVORS, 


“But now mark. If you are to be a his- 
toric people, you must make yourselves 
worthy of an history, for it is a law of nature 
io all of her departments that everything 
must grow from itsown roots. There are 
parasitic plants that cimb about the trees 
upon which they live, and that sometimes 
even put forth little flowers ef their own, 
but they have no root of their own, and 
therefore no strength and no giry.

“JOHN.” 


A Monosyllabic Name Which Has Been 
Prolific of Derivations. 

As a family name it is sometimes 
found as a plain John, then as St. 
‘John, and then its first changes is into 
Johns, then comes Jones, Johnson, 
Johncock, Jonkins, Jenkens, Jennings, 
Jenkinson, Jenks, Jinks and Jinkin- 
son. By additions we have Littlejohn, 
Brownjohn and Properjohn. No argu- 
ment is needed to prove the popularity 
of Jack. As a nickname it is fixed 
beyond all fear of abolition, and from 
a nickname it passed by easy stages to 
a reputable place among the family 
names. Jack is not very common, but 
Jacks is more frequent, and Jackson 
no longer excites remark. We have 
little idea how wonderfully popular the 
name Jack used to be. ‘Everybody 
was Jack till he was found to be some 
one else, so that ‘every man Jack of 
them’ was a common term for a crowd 
and its integral parts for ages. Every 
servant whose name or office happened 
to be unknown, went by the name of 
Jack, and thus an idea of utility 
was attached to the character of Jack, 
which, when articles of house- 
hold use were one after an- 
other invented, came into play in giv- 
ing them names also, and thus we have 
boot-jacks and black-jacks and smoke- 
jacks and jack-towels, together with 
Jacks for this, that and other purpose, 
until the name became so common as 
to be inconvenient. Then came an 
idea that Jack must be a cunning sort 
of fellow, and so the appelation gradu- 
ally applied itseif to the smarter of the 
animal kingdom, and thus came the 
jackdaw, the jack-an-apes and the jack- 
pike. But as familiarity is a potent 
breeder of contempt, the very common- 
ness of the name threw it into disre- 
| pute as having something stupid about 
| it, and we thus gained jack-fool or jack- 
pudding, or a buffoon, and jackass for 
a dolt.”’ This is a sad fall for the 
name of the beloved disciple, but to 
such uses will a name sometimes come. 
[It is curious to know that the name 
John became common in the western 
part of Europe only after the crusades, 
when the pilgrims to the Holy Land 
always carried as a part of their outfit 
a bottle designed to hold the water 
from the River Jordan brought home 
for baptismal purposes. The great 
forerunner of Christ came into public 
notice among the pilgrims, ‘and it was 
probably more on his account than on 
that of the beloved disciple that 
the name assumed such a place in the 
popular regard.—St. Louis’ Globe- 
Democrat.
